As a foundation for the campaign 


work that is to be undertaken the 
supporters of the league in the United 
States have restated the present status 
of the league and its activities. A 
general optllne of this presentation is 
"as follow!: 


When tne league came into being it 


was composed of but 13 former allied 
powers. Since then all the allied pow- 
ers, except America, have joined; the 
13 former neutral powers invited to 
adnere have done so; and two of the 
four ex-enemy states and half a dozen 
new states born in the war have been 
admitted. Today the league numbers 
51 nations, the largest collection of 
states ever brought together. 


Nations Learn to Confer. 


In those two years there has been 


built up a flexible association of co- 
operating nations able to focus atten- 
tion on any international problem from 
a purely humanitarian project to the 
most serious diplomatic issue. 
The 


outline of a general international 
structure has been drawn, to be filled 
in as time and experience seem to 
Justify. 
In certain major matters of 


common interest most of the world's 
nations, whether of Europe, the Amer- 
icas, Asia or Africa, have learned tc< 
confer about a common table. 


There are now functioning an an- 


nual assembly of 51 nations; a council 
of the eight larger nations; a perma- 
nent court of justice; a permanent 
secretariat; technical organizations on 
international health, finance, econom- 
ics and freedom of 
communications 


and transit; an international labor of- 
fice ; permanent committees on arma- 
ments and mandates; special bodies on 
the suppression of the international 
opium and white-slave traffics, repatri- 
ation of prisoners, the relief of typhus 
in Poland, the protection of minorities, 
and the administration of the Saar 
Basin and the free city of Danzig.

A study of the life of chicken lice 


dhows that there are a dozen different 
kinds infesting the same bird. Most 
of them, however, frequent the rear 
part of the body at least once in 
every twenty-four hours where they 
obtain the necessary moisture for 
their life and growth. This moisture 
is obtained from around the vent. 
This habit of lice would answer one 
method of treatment, the use of blue 
ointment. 


Blue ointment applied around the 


vent and under the \\ing of each fowl 
affected seems to get rid of the lice 
in a 'very short time. A piece the 
sue of a goud sized pea is plenty for 
one bird 
If the blue ointment is 


thick and hea\y it should be melted 
so that it can be applied in a very thin 
layer. It is well to inake a second 
application two weeks after the first, 
especially if the birds are badly af- 
leeted.

and many of the home-made powders 
seem to work very well. Good dust 
wallows handy to the poultry house 
also aid considerably in 
controlling 


this pest 


Sodium florid can also be used to 


control lice This is a common prep- 
aration which can be obtained at any 
drug store. It is applied by what is 
known as the pinch method. A pinch 
should be worked into the fluff of the 
tail, a pinch under each wing, a pinch 
on the back, and a pinch worked into 
the neck feathers.

S he stood at the clerk's desk in 
the hall of the house of repre- 


sentatives on the evening of April 2, 
1917, President Wilson was the central 
figure in one of the great moments of 
world history. Not only his own people 
but mankind stopped to listen. 


The president had been re-elected 


only five months before because "he 
kept us out of the war." 
Alas, the 


war would not keep out of the United 
States. 


The war took on new fury, with the 


resumption of ruthless submarining1, 
which Germany had modified the year 
before at our demand. The president 
thereupon handed the German ambas- 
sador his passports, and next he pro- 
posed that we should arm our mer- 
chant ships. 
The filibustering sen- 


ate failing to give him this authority, 
he proceeded himself to arm them. But 
shipping vanished from the sea, with 
its hidden terror, and at last he called 
the newly elected congress in extraor- 
dinary session to "receive a communi- 
cation—concerning grave matters of 
national policy." 


No other president in the whole 


course of his service has had to make 
so many 
momentous 
decisions as 


Woodrow Wilson has had to make in

the solitude of his study at the White 
House in those anxious days before 
the assembling of congress. He could 
not divide the burden of such a heavy 
responsibility; he had to bear it alone 
and without a precedent to gaide him. 


Should we give a further trial to 


armed neutrality? Or should we en- 
ter upon an independent naval war- 
fare against the submarine menace to 
our shipping? Or should we back the 
allies with money and supplies, but 
leave them to do the fighting? Or 
should we join forces with them unre- 
servedly, contrary to the historic pol- 
icy of America to go it alone? 


Those alternatives were in every 


mind in that bewildering period, and 
the president had to choose between 
them in framing the policy to be sub- 
mitted to congress. 
He made the 


bolder choice of going into full part- 
nership with the entente allies, pool- 
ing with them all our resources, our 
man power, our money power and our 
producing power. 


The broad plan which he unfolded 


and which congress quickly approved 
assured m advance the success of the 
great, unparalleled undertaking, and 
he pushed it through to victory with 
grim, unrelenting persistence Ameri- 
cans generally assumed at the start, 
and the British government agreed 
with them, that we should not have 
to send a great army to Europe, if in- 
deed any at all. 
Bint when it became 


an 
imperative necessity to go at 


double quick to the relief of the bro- 
ken line in France, the foundation was 
so well laid that we rose to the un- 
foreseen emergency, building up in a 
year and a half an army of 4,000,000 
and ferrying 2,000,000 soldiers across- 
the Atlantic. 


The brains of the country, all the 


talents, were mobilized for the war- 
merchants and scientists, bankers and 
railroad men, labor lenders and cler- 
eymen, each being charged with the 
task for which his training fitted him. 


"It is a race between Wilson and 


Hindenburg," said Lloyd George, when 
the big German drive surprised tho 
entente and 
smashed 
through 
its 


front in the spring of 1918. 
Well, 


whoever won the war, 
Hindenburg 


lost that race. 


The rest—the president's journeys 


to Europe, the treaty and the battle 
over it, are history still in the mak- 
ing. 
Many years must pass before 


that extraordinary chapter in the story 
of the presidency will be finished and 
may be told in the spirit ol historical 
impartiality.

Although the new tube can be con- 


veniently held in one hand it will 
produce sufficient power to bridge the 
ocean for telegraphic purposes, and 
will in time completely replace the 
cumbersome and ponderous machinery 
which is now necessary for that pur- 
pose. Moreover, the cost of maintain- 
ing trans-atlantic service with such 
tubes will be almost infinitesimal as 
compared with the cost of maintaining 
the machinery now used. 


An idea of the size of this tube in 


comparison to the regulation detector 
vacuum tube can be had by a glance 
at the illustration. The detector tube 
is seen to the left of the large tube, 
being held in place by a bracket.

Having: enjoyed the distinction of 


being the first man in the world to 
discover the way to make the wires 
talk, Alexander Graham Bell then 
proceeded to make the telephone 
talk without wires and in 1880, 
five years after he had invented the 
speaking telephone, he succeeded 
in transmitting speech by means 
of light rays by the use of tele- 
phone apparatus which he called a 
photophone. 
This was the first 


wireless telephone. 


Dr. Bell also developed later an- 


other type of telephone which he 
called a thermophone, based on the 
radiation of heat naves, and with 
this apparatus he was able to trans- 
mit speech for a considerable dis- 
tance. 


In 1015, rhe engineers of the Bell 


system, made extraordinary contri- 
butions to the wireless telephone 
art and with apparatus developed 
by them not only talked across the 
continent, but from Arlington. Va . 
to Paris, F 
1 ranee, and to the Ha- 


waiian Islands,
